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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The issue of not eneterin the amendment filed 04/15/05 are fully discussed in the previous advisory action and 
is incorporated herein in its entirety . 

Applicant's arguments that moulds of the instant claims are not adhesive coatings. This issue was addressed in the previous 
communication, and Applicants are once again directed to their own disclosure page 17, lines 1-5 stating that the moldings can have any 
shape. This reads on the films of the prior art, since the film by having three dimensions reads on the moulds of the instant claims, by 
the virtue of "mould" definition presented earlier during prosecution. Furthermore, as indicated before, some moulds of Applicants are 
obtained by the same method as the films of the instant claims. Applicants argue that Examiner overlooks the steps of Applicants' 
process, wherein the laminate is produced from adhesive strips, each of which has defined weight. This is not found persuasive, for at 
least two reasons: a) the product as claimed is not defined by the process of making, and b) the weight of the strips and total weight of 
laminate (laminate IS a film), which applicants relies upon are not recited in the instant claims. Although the claims are interpreted in 
light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 
USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). With regard to Applicants' comparison of bricks and building made of bricks, Applicants are advised that 
they are better served if only the merits of rejection are addressed. And last, absent clear definition of moulds in the instant specification, 
and having a laminate as one of the examples of "moulds" in the spec, makes the films of the prior art readable on the "moulds" of the 
instant claims. As such, the rejection is sustained, and Applicants are reminded that the prosecution of the case is closed. 
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
